LONDON, May 17 (AP).—The de- 
stroyer in which Queen Wilhelmina 
of The Netherlands fled to England 
Monday was disclosed today to 
have had a narrow escape when a

This authority estimated that the 
Nazis used three armored divisions, 
each having about 400 tanks.

WASHINGTON, May 17.—Estab- 
lishment of aircraft production 
units between the Alleghenies and 
Rocky Mountains is a very impor- 
tant phase of the augmented na- 
tional defense program, President 
Roosevelt disclosed today in his 
press conference. 

Existing plants for the most part, 
he said, are on the Atlantic and

between the mountains. 

The President discussed at length 
his request for an immediate ap- 
propriation of $100,000,000, to be ex- 
pended during the coming fiscal 
year under the direction of the 
President, and for an authoriza- 
tion to make contracts up to $100,- 
000,000 for the succeeding fiscal 
year, 

He said he thought this recom- 
mended appropriation was com- 
parable to the $100,000,000 “discre- 
tionary” fund voted to President 
Wilson in 1917, and when a re- 
porter observed that some of these 
funds were not accounted for, 
the President offered to make the 
reporter a $l-a-year chairman of 
a committee to audit the current 
recommendations.

Louvain, Malines Taken. 
The German advance on this 
front succeeded on a moderately 
broad front, since an earlier an- 
nouncement said that Malines, 14 
miles northeast of Brussels, had 


been taken along with Louvain, 16 
miles to the east, Louvain, a uni- 
versity center, on both sides of the 
Dyle River, was wrecked during the 
German invasion in 1914.

WITH THE BRITISH EXPEDI- 
TIONARY FORCE IN BELGIUM, 
May 17 (AP) (Passed by Military 
Censor).—The Gérman air force has 
carried the ruin and suffering of 
total war far behind the Allied po- 
sitiong in three days of bombings 
which have struck Belgian and 
French towns, cost hundreds of 
lives and caused inestimable dam- 


‘\ age to roads and buildings. 


The Germans have attacked heav- 
fly in the Louvain area and have 
sent bombers far behind the lines 
in an attempt to demolish roads 
and cut British communications. 

It appeared that if British. lines 
shift elsewhere, it will be because 
French Generalissimo Gamelin’s 
strategical plan so dictates, not be- 
cause the British have been forced 
back. 

The Nazi air offensive has been 
met with bravery by the British 
Royal Air Force. The present R. 
A..F. strength is not enough to 
launch an offensive of its own. 

Nazi Position Exposed. 

Some optimism is felt here over 
the Germans’ long lines of com- 
munications—open to Allied air at- 
tack. 

The Germans are now in a posi- 
tion similar to that preceding the 
World War battle of the Marne: 
the first momentum carried them 
deep into enemy country, a posi- 
tion that makes the slightest error 
dangerous and emphasizes that al- 
though the Germans have thrust 
through the Maginot line extension 
at its weakest point, they are now 
exposed to counterattack from 
north and south. 

The British air force today shot 
down 21 more German planes ani 
sent bombers over the lines to 
smash the advancing German col- 
umns. 

The Royal Air Force now asserts 
it has “conclusively” shot down 156 
German planes. 

No Rest for British. 

There has been no relief for Brit- 
ish pursuit squadrons fighting Nazi 
planes attacking British troops and 
positions on land. 

Only this morning came word 
that German Heinkel planes dive- 
bombed a railway station where a 
trainload of Belgian refugees had 
just arrived. 

Twelve refugees were reported to 
have been killed and scores were 
wounded. 

Technically, the bombing is con- 
fined to “military objectives’—a 
phrase which covers every town 
with a railway station or bridge. 

Aircraft bearing high explosive, 
incendiary and delayed-action 
bombs have attacked these “mili- 
tary objectives” at a dreadful cost 
of human life. 

Last night the sky was alight 
with burning towns. The town we 
stopped in shook with the explo- 
sion of heavy bombs and anti-air- 
craft fire. 

We passed through g village 
which 15 minutes later was bombed 
by eight Heinkels. Incendiary 
bombs had turned the main street 
into a bonfire when\we returned. 
Refugees huddled in doorways or 
lying under farm carts had been 
wounded or killed. 

Troops turned from their own 
tasks to the rescue of the wounded 
and the extinguishing of fires. An 
hour later the streets were cleared 
and a 20-mile column of refugees 
again stumbled through the town, 
passed charred houses and broken 
bodies.

1940 Drive Compared to 1914. 

As to the comparative speed of 
the present German drive and the 
invasion by way of Belgium in 
1914, it was noted that the World 
War drive started Aug. 4, 1914, and 
reached a point 20 :niles from Paris 
Sept. 6 for the first Battle of the 
Marne. 

Today, at the start of the second 
week of Adolf Hitler’s drive, one 
spearhead of the German attack is 
acknowledged to be about 100 miles 
from Paris in the Sedan sector 
and at least 170 miles to the north- 
east in the Brussels or Louvain 
area. 

The French claimed success for 
Allied aerial operations, announcing 
pursuit planes were sweeping Nazi 
craft out of the skies at the same 
time heavier Allied craft carried 
out bombing missions.

Reinforcements in Near East. 

Britain, meanwhile, strengthened 
its army in the Near East. A War 
Office communique announced the 
arrival of a second contingent of 
Australians, which is “proceeding 
to its specified areas in Palestine.” 

“At this critical hour your arrival 
brings us all encouragement and is 
a very welcome demonstration that 
Australia will be there,” said Lord 
Caldecote, Secretary of State for 
Colonial and Dominion Affairs, in 
a message to the Australian troops. 

Egypt established concentration 
camps on the Nile Delta to intern 
enemies in the event of war in the 
Mediterranean, and advised its citi- 
zens to cancel trips abroad because 
of the “instability” of the situation. 

A radio broadcast on the wave- 
length of the Brussels station heard 
in London this morning said that 
Belgium's Liege forts still are hold- 
ing out. 

The British Air Ministry declared 
that in Western front air opera- 
tions Allied craft are downing Nazi 
planes “more than three to one in 
our favor.” The ministry amplified 
a previous announcement to give 
detailed description of how the 
Royal Air Force inflicted damage 
on German communication lines, 
ammunition dumps and troop con- 
centrations behind the battle lines. 

New Home Defense Measures. 

Expanding its precautions against 
an attack on England itself, the 
Ministry of Home Security warned 
“there now is a risk that enemy 
parachutists may attempt to land 
in this country.” Motorists were 
urged to lock up their cars in ga- 
rages and remove spark plugs, from 
dawn to dusk, to keep them out of 
German hands. 

More than’ 250,000 persons have 
volunteered for a home defense 
force against parachute invasion, 
said the War Office. 

About 3000 enemy aliens were 
taken into “protective custody” 
yesterday as a precaution against 
any “fifth-column” threat. Aliens 
affected by the order were in cate- 
gory “B,” male Germans and Aus- 
trians between 16 and 60 who had 
been under control but not de- 
tained. Some quarters believed that 
alien women soon would be in- 
terned. 

About two-thirds of the aliens 
rounded up were refugees from the 
Nazi rule. Previously they merely 
had been forbidden to own automo- 
biles or cameras, travel more than 
four miles from their homes or 
change their addresses without po- 
lice approval.

SENDS STOCKS DOWN $2 TO $9/tor extending 


Heavy Selling in New York Makes 
This Worst Week of Declining 
Prices Since 1933. 


NEW YORK, May 17 (AP). — 
Nervous selling again struck sled¢e- 
hammer blows at stock prices today, 
many issues tumbling $2 to more 
than $9 a share. 

News of German successes in 
Europe again unnerved financial 
circles, where a Nazi victory was 
considered to portend grave and 
far-reaching change in world econ- 
omy. 

Selling swept through the ex- 
change in such volume in the last 
hour that stock tickers were sev- 
eral minutes behind the market, 
some support appeared in the final 
minutes of trading. 

Commodities generally declined 
along with stocks. Wheat lost 3% 
to 5 cents a bushel, and cotton from 
40 cents to $1.15 a bale. Raw hides 
futures lost nearly 2 cents a pound, 
in some of the heaviest trading 
ever seen in that market. 


AMERICAS IN BETTER POSITION

Six German Achievements, 
Authorized sources summarized 
six achievements in the eight-day 
campaign in the West:

3. Belgium, within seven days, 
had its outer frontier fortifications 
overrun and its Dyle line so ef- 
fectively smashed that now it mere- 
ly has the choice between early 
capitulation or destruction of Brus- 
sels.

5. Mass application of the air 
force has netted 1500 enemy planes 
destroyed on the ground or shot 
down and airports to a large ex- 
tent paralyzed by bombs.

“On the Belgian front, a Ger- 
man air squadron composed of six 
Messerschmitt chasers within one 
hour shot down 13 British fighters 
of the Blenheim type without any 
losses to themselves.” 

“In the fight southeast of Sedan, 
the commander of a motorized 
sharpshooters regiment, Lieutenant- 
Colonel Balck, achieved special suc- 
cesses with his troops by a feat 
of personal fearless daring.

Ten-Fold Plane Increase. 

The 50,000-plane goal which Pres- 
ident -Roosevelt fixed for the 
army and navy would require a 
ten-fold increase in the present 
combined aerial strength of the two 
services. 

Present planes total approximate- 
ly 5000—about 3000 for the army and 
2053 for the navy. The army now has 
2700 regular army pilots and 1000 
reserve corps pilots on active duty. 
In the reserve are an additional 
2000, plus some in the National 
Guard. 

While the army plans to train 
7000 pilots a year in the future, its 
present training program is pro- 
ducing approximately 2400 during 
the 14-month period ending July 1. 

Exact figures on the number of 
pilots available and being trained 
for the navy are not available.

John Paul Jones and 32 Sailors 
Last Invaders to Land in England 


Americans in 1778 Surprised Two Forts at 
Whitehaven, Set Out With Candles to 
Burn Ships in Harbor. 


By DWIGHT L. PITKIN 

LONDON, May 17 (AP).—The 
British, organizing a force of 250,- 
000 “minute men” to resist invasion 
by Hitler’s parachute troopers, dug 
into history books today and dis- 
covered that the last foreign raider 
to set foot on English soil was John 
Paul Jones, the American naval 
hero—and he was born in Scotland. 

They figured the Nazis would fol- 
low the American’s strategy in at 
least one respect—choose a remote 
part of the country for their land- 
ing—but that the Nazis would be 
tougher to throw out. 

Jones spread consternation in 
England with a landing on the 
bleak, rocky Cumberland coast on 
April 22, 1778. Leaving his ship, 
the Ranger, off Whitehaven, Jones 
landed a band of 32 men “armed” 
with candles. 

They first surprised the two forts 
commanding the harbor and spiked 
the guns, and then set out to try 
to destroy shipping. in the harbor. 
That attempt failed, however, be- 
cause the invaders’ candles burned 
out. 


The resourceful Jones sent a 
man to a house to ask for a light. 
The raiders then set fire to one 
large ship before guns of the other 
ships compelled them to retreat. 

In the present crisis the public 
is being warned to beware of 
strangers making any kind of re- 
quest, whether it’s for a match or 
merely the distance to the next 
town. 

Jones was said to have made an- 
other landing on the other side of 
Solway Firth from Whitehaven. His 
objective was to capture the Earl 
of Selkirk, who lived within a 
stone’s throw of Jones’ birthplace in 
Scotland. 

Jones failed to find the Earl, but 
made off with his silver plate, 
valued at about $400. 

Following these raids, Jones en- 
gaged in one of the first of the 
naval actions that won him the 
title “founder of the American 
navy.” His Ranger swooped down 
on the British sloop-of-war Drake 
off the coast of County Antrim, 
Ireland, and forced the British ves- 
sel’s surrender.

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U. S. Estimates on Nazi Gasoline 
Consumption and Inflow. 

WASHINGTON, May 17 (AP).— 

Indications that Germany’s war 
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machine may be slowed down or 
stalled by lack of fuel in event of 
a prolonged war were found today 
in gasoline estimates available here. 

Some analysts regarded the Nazi 
thrust through Holland and Bel- 
gium as a supreme gamble to win 
a decisive victory before a short- 
age of gasoline becomes acute. 
Others gave credence to reports 
that Germany has accumulated a 
two-year supply of petroleum. 

On any basis of reports here, 
Germany’s army is consuming gas- 
oline in its present full-force war 
effort at a far greater daily rate 
than it is receiving new supplies. 

The most favorable estimate of a 
Government expert was that Ger- 
many could procure only 2,980,000 
tons of gasoline a year from all 
sources—controlled territories, Ru- 
mania, Russia and synthetic gaso- 
line production. That would 
amount to 945,000,000 gallons or a 
daily average of 2,589,000 gallons. 

In the three weeks of the Polish 
campaign, Germany’s land forces 
alone, it is estimated, used 4,675,- 
000 gallons of gasoline a day. 

In that campaign 48 divisions 
were reported to have been en- 
gaged, 12 more moving up and 10 
more in reserve. On this basis, gas- 
oline consumption averaged 66,700 
gallons a day for each division. At 
a similar rate, the 100 divisions re- 
ported to be in action on the West- 
ern front would require 6,670,000 
gallons a day—more than _ twice 
Germany’s estimated average daily 
inflow. 

And none of those figures taken 
into account the Naazi air force. If 
3000 planes are operating over the 
Western front on an average of 
six hours each a day, it is esti- 
mated they are burning 1,920,000 
gallons of gasoline a day. 

Thus, for both land and air 
forces, Germany might need 8,590,- 
000 gallons daily—nearly four times 
as much as some believe the Nazis 
can get over a long period.

As a matter of fact, have we really enough to 
show for the five to seven billions of dollars we 
‘have spent on national defense in the past few years? 
| Possibly there has been too little rather than too 
much public criticism of army and navy policy. 
The plight of England and France stands as a 
warning not to leave questions of national defense 
exclusively to the disposal of an inbred military- 
naval bureaucracy, which tends to resist innovation 
and to freeze techniques into old patterns. 

As long as other governments make the same mis- 
take, the errors may offset themselves. But when 
conditions cause some Power to undertake dynamic 
innovations, the nations which cling to traditional 
patterns are likely to be caught in the lurch. 

In the article reprinted in the Mirror of Public 
Opinion today, Maj. Al Williams, aviation editor of 
the Scripps-Howard newspapers, draws a striking pic- 
ture of the cost to Great Britain of continuing to put 
its faith in naval power at a time when military 
aviation was revolutionizing methods of warfare. 

Maj. Williams charges that the naval bureaucrats 
repeatedly prevented the British Royal Air Force 
from carrying out demonstrations which would not 
have left it to the Nazi bombers to show the com- 
parative obsolescence of the cruiser and the bat- 
tleship. And he charges that we have had the same 
sort of obstructive tactics from our own navy. 

Maj. Williams’ article is well worth reading and 
his charges are well worth weighing, especially in 
view of the sentimental attachment which President 
Roosevelt is known to bear toward the navy. 

For those who would like to see the advice of out- 
side critics given weight, there is also an ominous 
ring in the Presidents’ statement yesterday that: 


I know that our trained officers and men 
know more about fighting and the weapons and 
equipment needed for fighting than any of us 
laymen; I have confidence in them. 


This in itself is a natural enough statement. But 
taken in conjunction with the annoyance he has 
shown in his press conferences at questions bearing 
on criticism of our defense policy, it may have spe- 
cial meaning. — 

We need a great navy, of course, but it should 
be a navy designed for defense rather than for at- 
tack in distant waters. And what has happened in 
Norway and is now happening in Belgium shows that 
the airplane can be relied upon to take over much 
of the defense role hitherto assigned to the navy. 

It is impossible to place too great stress upon the 
necessity for accommodating our defense plans to 
the swiftly changing techniques of warfare. As a 
means of counteracting bureaucratic inertia, the 
Philadelphia Record suggests the creation of a coun- 
cil of experts, to place at the Government’s disposal 
every modern invention, regardless of patent prob- 
lems, and to develop new military devices. 

The suggestion is sound. Our Army and Navy de- 
partments cannot but benefit by judicious pressure 
constantly exerted to see that they do not cling to 
old techniques simply because they are the ones in 
which the officers are habitually trained to function. 
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LA GUARDIA’S MIRAGE. 

Mayor LaGuardia of New York has offered a 
solution for the unemployment problem. It is the 
three-day week. He proposed it in an address to 
the national convention, in Madison Square Gar- 
den, of the Amalgamated Clothing Workers. 

The shorter day was impatiently dismissed by the 
speaker as a futile device. It means overtime, he 
argued, for the man with a job, but never gets 
to the man without a job. 

The LaGuardia three-day week would not be 
theoretical. It would be the real thing. He would 
divide the week into three-day shifts. The first 
groups, starting Monday morning, would quit with 
Wednesday’s closing whistle, and the second group 
take over for the three remaining days. 

Employment for all is thus vouchsafed, he in- 
sists. Everybody will thus participate in the cir- 
cle of progress. Everybody will be a beneficiary of 
our greater capacity to produce. Industry will at 
last have caught up, administratively, with the 
Machine Age. 

It sounds plausible, but, palpably, it has not been 
reasoned through. The indispensable complement 
to capacity to produce is capacity to consume. Where 
the LaGuardia plan stumbles is in its failure to 
effect a parity between productive power and buy- 
ing power. 

Mr. LaGuardia is deceiving himself. 
ing a mirage, not a solution. 
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IT HAD ALL BEEN TOLD. 

The Nazi invasion of Holland and Belgium appar- 
ently caught the Allies unawares, but it was no 
midnight resolve inspired by a sudden decision to 
risk all on the turn of events. It had been foreseen, 
along with the blazing “Battle of the Meuse,” and 
had been forecast with amazing details of accuracy. 

The Chicago Daily News, discussing the situation 
editorially, observes that its readers will not be sur- 
prised. It was predicted, the Daily News points out, 
by Robert J. Casey from Luxembourg, by Edgar Ansel 
Mowrer from Paris, and from London, as far back 
as May 2, by Helen Kirkpatrick. Readers of the 
Post-Dispatch were equally informed, since both 
papers are served by the same correspondents. 

As a matter of fact, the plans of Hitler have long 
been an open secret to journalists with eyes to see 
and the logical readiness to deduce. Leland Stowe 
has already made it plain that the occupation of 
Denmark, casually accomplished, and the swoop into 
Norway could not explainably be unknown in Lon- 
don and Paris. Indeed, a preview of 1940, as directed 
by Otto D. Tolischus of the New York Times, winner 
of the Pulitzer Prize for distinguished work in the 
field of foreign correspondence, resulted in that ob- 
server's expulsion from Berlin. 

But disclosures go further back, even to what 
might now be called the coronation of Hitler. The 
former editor of the London Times, Wickham Steed, 
tells, in the Christian Science Monitor, how the pro- 
visional program of the Pan-German “geopolitical” 
school was published in 1933 by Prof. Ewald Banse, 
whom Hitler appointed Professor of Military Science

vincit from a theory advanced by an Oxford don, Sir 
Halford John Mackinder, in 1904, was reviewed at 
length in the Post-Dispatch on Oct. 1, 1939, by Rich- 
ard L. Stokes of our Washington bureau, 
The Banse program divided “the proper territory of 
the true Third Reich’ into “purely German states” 
and “German portions of other countries.” “t listed 
all of Austria and Holland, and parts of Belgium, 
France, Poland, Denmark and Czecho-Slovakia, as 
within Germany’s rightful orbit. 
“This program,” Steed writes, “foreshadowed also 
the invasion of England and contained a map show- 
ing how England could be successfully attacked on 
the east from the coasts of Holland and Belgium, 
and on the west from Ireland.” 
So the newspaper people have been telling what 
they knew or what circumstances were directly 
pointing to. 

Governing persons, seemingly, did not believe what 
they read in the papers. They’re believing it now. 
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“a SENSE OF JUSTICE.” 

In his address to the American Law Institute at 
Washington yesterday, Chief Justice Hughes spoke 
with the vision of a prophet when he said that the 
“dominance of a sense of justice” is essential to the 
survival of a democracy. 

There is a theme in those few words to engage the 
skill and imagination of the essayist. There is a 
lesson in those words for lawyers and laymen alike, 
for today and for all the tomorrows. 

The practical application of the sense of justice is, 
of course, vested pre-eminently in the Judge. And 
the Judge was penetratingly defined as “the symbol, 
not so much of power as of justice.” Power neces- 
sarily inheres in the court but, in the philosophy of 
our law’s most authoritative spokesman, the power 
of the judicial office can be exercised competently 
only when motivated and directed by a sense of 
justice. 

Democratic constitutions, the speaker remarked, 
cannot be conserved by the mechanics of politics, such 
as adherence to majority rule, nor by the expediency 
of conforming to the demands of the moment. Their 
healthful functioning and vitality demand the richer 
sustenance of justice, unswerving and understood. 
No more blasting judgment could be pronounced 
against special privilege, for example, than this un- 
official opinion of our Chief Justice. Yet special 
privilege, a legislative rather than a judicial grant, 
has enjoyed acceptance by public sentiment because 
of an atrophied or undeveloped sense of justice. 

The credo preached by Mr. Hughes is not a spe- 
cially prepared doctrine for Judges or legislators or 
the whole expansive governing class. The sense of 
justice indispensable to democracy, as our great 
jurtst sees it in the full flowering of his intellectual 
attainment, is the first article in the civic faith of us 
all. Given that, democracy is indestructible. With- 
out it, regardless of whatever pretensions we profess, 
regardless, too, of whatever outward forms we main- 
tain, the soul of democracy has fled the body politic 
and left behind an empty shell.

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THE STATENDAM: A MEMOIR. 

War has accustomed us to the sinking of ships. 
Such incidents are hardly news any more, but the 
report of the sinking of the Statendam at her pier 
in Rotterdam brings to thousands of young and not- 
so-young-any-more Americans a strong shock and 
a poignant sense of personal loss. 

For the Statendam was more than a boat. She 
was a symbol to June graduates of the depression 
years since her maiden voyage in April, 1929. A sym- 
bol of adventure, romance and all that was exciting 
about a grand tour hurriedly crammed into the one 
remaining short summer before going to work 
and settling down. 

A trip in the student class of the Statendam was 
like a continuing prom or college house party. Games 
on her decks by day, dancing at night and singing 
under the stars. A long party from New York to 
Plymouth. And another party all the way home. 
She was a boat of-youth. Aboard her, boys and girls 
of a lost decade dreamed dreams and saw visions. 

The decade is over, and she will sail no more. 
It is, perhaps, just as well, for it looks as though 
it would be a long time before there will be any 
need for a gay and gallant ship to carry youthful 
ambassadors from the new world to the old. 
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Jouett Shouse, the one-time princely salaried pilot 
of the Liberty League, has hopped aboard the Wen- 
dell Willkie bandwagon. Trust the astute son of 
Kansas to find a seat in a golden chariot. 
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SMOKE AND UNDESIRABLE PUBLICITY. 

Some have held that the best way for St. Louis to 
deal with its smoke nuisance is to ignore its ex- 
istence. Those who have fostered the present anti- 
smoke drive, which is pushing steadily along toward 
success, have taken a different tack. They have in- 
Sisted that the city’s curse of smoke is something 
far too tangible.to be shrugged off, a crippling con- 
dition that can be corrected only if its existence is 
boldly admitted and openly fought. 

How foolish it was to have thought that the smoke 
blight could be laughed off is shown by an article 
in the current issue of Editor & Pullisher. It is a 
biographical sketch of Kenneth G. Crawford, Wash- 
ington newspaper correspondent and president of the 
American Newspaper Guild. 

It tells how, several years ago, Crawford was so 
surprised when he arrived in St. Louis on a press 
service assignment that he immediately dashed off 
a dispatch telling of the atmospheric conditions which 
that day required that “street lights be burned til] 
noon and that automobiles move with headlights 
burning.” But, Editor & Publisher goes on: 


Desks in nearby cities, manned by newsmen 
more familiar with the territory than was the 
new manager of the St. Louis bureau, stopped 
the story. No, they explained, St. Louis was not 
in the path of an onrushing tornado: the dark- 
ened skies were merely a condition normal to St.

HE European war now has laid bare the 
Tstrenstn of air power for all to see. Air 

power has changed all conceptions of 
warfare. We should thank God that the 
lesson is being learned with this country 
an observer, not a participant. 

German air power has had the Allies on 
the defensive since the outset of this war. 
Warning that this would come to pass fell 
on deaf ears two years ago. 

Year after year I have surveyed Euro- 
pean air power to analyze its development. 
After my 1938 tour—during which I told 
the British that it would be fatal for them 
to tackle German air power—I tried to tell 
America that I had seen and flown German 
war planes 40 to 60 miles an hour faster 
than the best we had and 20 to 30 miles an 
hour faster than those of the British. 

I said we were behind in engines, particu- 
larly through lack of a streamlined, liquid- 
cooled engine comparable to the German 
Daimler-Benz DB-600 and the Junkers 211, 
which range up from 1000 horsepower. The 
British, the French and the Italians also 
were ahead of us. 


When I said that the Messerschmidt was 
good for between 355 and 360 miles an hour, 
technical America plus the army and navy 
scoffed. I knew, because I was the only 
American who ever had flown this particu- 
lar ship. 

I told America that Germany was build- 
ing 600 finished airplanes a month in 1938, 
that the British were turning out about 200 
and the French 75 a month. I stated that 
this German total of 600 planes a month 
was being produced by workers on one 
shift of eight hours a day and could easily 
be boosted to 1800 or 2000 a month. 

Preponderantly superior to Germany on 
‘the sea, the Allies were definitely inferior 
in the air. The British and the French 
were reporting for the war with the wrong 
tools. A few sinkings of warships by air 
bombs were enough to put sea power on the 
defensive and keep it there. 

Norway was a sea theater, desperate, 
well-nigh suicidal—a small-scale Gallipoli. 
But the British Admirals undertook to work 
in that theater. 

Attempting landing parties without com- 
plete control of the air over the combat 
zone was a disastrous and incredible error 
of British strategy and tactics. 

Germany’s blitzkrieg in Poland was er- 
roneously stressed by our military minds 
and those holding for the old ways as the 
exclusive work of the German army. That 
army did sweep through Poland, but not un- 
til German air power had moved ahead as a 
curtain of destruction and obliteration. 

British sea power has failed. Guarded 
from the air, German army supplies have 
been transported across the Skagerrak since 
the campaign began. In a desperate effort 
to justify sea power, submarines, destroyers 
and light cruisers attempted to cut the Ger. 
man communication lines. On the strength 
of premature rumors of Skagerrak victories, 
the big navy forces in America, the Ad- 
mirals, and Senators who have navy bases 
in their districts, began to pressure Con- 
gress for more and bigger warships. I 
pleaded for them to wait for the true story. 

The British have learned that a 2000- 
pound bomb, carrying about three times 
more explosives than a sea mine or a tor-

pedo warhead, can put a battleship out of 
commission and destroy and sink battle 
cruisers, 

It appears that, for some reason best 
known to themselves, the Germans have 
been using detonation bombs, which explode 
on striking the armored deck of a warship.

The time bomb, exploded below 
the water’s surface and in close proximity 
to a battleship, brings greater results. 

Secretary Edison’s plan to. re-enforce 
our battleships to withstand damage to 
superstructures merely would add more 
weight for an already too heavy ship to lug 
through the water. It would be makeshift 
protection, since an aerial bomb at the 
waterline would do its job effectively. 

In admitting that air power has a “tem- 
porary advantage” over the warship, Secre- 
tary Edison anticipates a forthcoming pro- 
tection (more armor plating). It won’t be 
sufficient, and the air power advantage is 
not temporary.. 

All the lessons learned at the expense of 
millions of dollars and thousands of lives 
could have been learned in test-tube fashion 
during the last 20 years if the governments 
of America, England and France had been 
able to control their respective Admirals and 
mavy departments, 

In 1919, if a single battleship or warship 
of any type had been turned over to the 
air forces of any of those countries for 
bombing operations, with all the hindrances 
and restrictions of naval experts removed, 
the world would have had the information 
it possesses today as to just what air power 


can do to sea power. 
« « . 


But the United States Navy hedged as 
far as it could on the air power contest 
against warships off the Virginia Capes, try- 
ing to prevent Gen. Billy Mitchell from 
demonstrating that air bombs could gink 
battleships. 

Time and again, in the last 20 years, the 
British Royal Air Force had tried to obtain 
obsolete British battleships for test bom- 
bardment. At first the Admiralty claimed 
it could not spare the steel, then that it 
did not know where a ship could be sunk 
without hazard to navigation. 

The Admirals have put off this showdown 
as long as they could, and now they have 
the answer at the expense of human life 
and empire prestige. Since air power offered 
the greatest threat ever presented to sea 
power, it was natural that the advocates of 
sea power fought air power’s development 
with every means at their disposal. 

Our leaders have failed to see the hand- 
writing in the sky—and by leaders I mean 
the Admirals and Senators who are con- 
sistently promoting big business armament 
in the form of battleships, instead of effec- 
tive war strength in the form of air power. 

The most important lesson in the history 
of American national defense lies before 
us in the demonstration of air power in 
Europe. The cards are all out on the table 
now, and no matter what they do with bat- 
tleships, sea power—in its present form—is 
through, washed up and finished. 

I challenge anyone to explain why this 
country, which in greater need of air 
power than any other in the world, is run- 
ning on a bush league system of two air 
services instead of one giant, consolidated 
air force,

GEN. VANDERBILT 
SELLS HiS FIFTH 
AVENUE MANSION 


Brownstone Home to Be 
Replaced by Business 


* 
NEW YORK, May 17 (AP).— 
Fifth avenue—once the most fash- 
ionable residential area in America 
has made its final surrender to 
trade. 

The seventh and last of the Van- 
derbilt mansions, home of Briga- 
dier-General Cornelius Vanderbilt, 
at Fifth avenue and  Fifty-first 
street, has been sold. 

The Astor estate bought 
three-story, brownstone dwelling 
yesterday and Gen. Vanderbilt, 
with his costly furnishings, tapes- 
tries and art treasures, will move 
out at the end of the year. 

The mansion will be replaced by 
a commercial building, possibly a 
bank or business house. 

Purchase price of the imposing 
dwelling, across the street from St. 
Patrick’s Cathedral and Rockefel- 
ler Center, was not announced. The 
building is assessed at $100,000, and 
the land on which it stands, at $2,- 
350,000. 

Dwarfed by imposing commercial 
structures, the mansion, with its 
$25,000 bronze doors and great art 
gallery, was the avenue’s last pro- 
test against the expansion of 
trade north of Fifty-first street. 

Built in 1880 by William H. Van- 
derbilt, the house once was occu- 
pied at a reported annual rental 
of $50,000, by Henry C. Frick. In 
1916, Brigadier-General Vanderbilt 
was reported to have spent $500,000 
in remodeling and refurnishing the 
interior.

ERE’S a kind of souffle that is 

really different—light and airy

“North ‘explained’ his original 
pass by saying that he had sorted 
his cards in a hurry, and did not 
see the club ace. Be that as it 
may, he did all the pushing after 
that, unless you consider my 
(South) lift to four spades a push. 
I don’t know if there was a vul- 
nerable diamond overcall at the 
other slam tables. 

“I thought for quite a while be 
fore starting to play, then won the 
opening lead with the diamond ace, 
laid down the spade queen, hesi- 
tated, then took the finesse. This 
lost, back came a diamond, down 
one. 

“The successful line was, of 
course, immediately to lay down 
the heart ace, take the heart fin- 
esse, discard a club from South, 
play the club A-K, trump a third 
club, and now lead a spade and re- 
fuse the finesse, the losing diamond 
being chucked on the setup club. 

“On the biddiing, which was the 
more probable, the success of the 
spade finesse, or the 3-3 club break 
plus the heart finesse? 

“It was argued that the heart 
finesse must be taken anyway, but 
I pointed out that if the club and 
heart queens were in the same 
hands there was a squeeze (draw 
trumps, cash club A-K, and run 
trumps). Besides, if the heart fi- 
nesse is taken immediately and 
loses the hand is set two. What 
is the verdict?

This is one of those hands likely 
to drive the analyst crazy. There 
are sO many possible lines of play 
(although some closely resemble 
others) that the problem of choos- 
ing the one with the greatest per- 
centage in its favor is no mean 
task. 

If the spade finesse is on-side, 
declarer can take out the adverse 
trumps, strip the hearts, then exit 
with the diamond 10, creating an 
end play in clubs, that is West will 
have to lead a club from his prob- 
able queen to the combined. tenace 


in the North-South hands. Or, from ~ 


declarer’s point of view, the club 
queen may drop in two leads. Or 
the heart finesse may work, afford- 
ing a diamond or club discard. 
Considering West’s two diamond 
overcall it does look probable that 
he holds the spade king, but the 
question is whether it is wise to let 
the fate of the contract rest on 
that probability. With 10 spades 
in the combined hands, although 
percentages favor the finesse, in 
view of all the contingent possibili- 
ties I believe the most propitious 
plan of play to be as follows: 

On winning with the diamond 
ace, declarer should lead the spade 
queen, but if it is not covered by 
West, should go right up with 
dummy’s spade ace. There is a 
good chance that the king will fall, 
but when it doesn’t, declarer still 
has plenty of ammunition. He 
leads to the heart ace, and then 
finesses to the heart jack. When 
this holds he discards his diamond 
on the heart king, then ruffs dum- 
mys remaining diamond. Next he 
exits with a spade. East, thrown 
onilead with the spade king, must 
return a club, since either a heart 
or diamond return would permit 
declarer to discard a losing club 
while ruffing in dummy. On the 
actual club return declarer’s best 
play is the nine spot, considering 
that West should have the queen 
for his diamond bid. As the cards 
lay, this line of play would suc- 
ceed, and in my opinion is superior 
to the risk involved in taking the 
heart finesse immediately, discard- 
ing a club on the heart king, and 
then depending on a 3-3 break in 
the club suit.
